Franklin D. Roosevelt called for 
a truce on name-calling today in 
the Social Committee of the 
United Nations General Assembly. 

She took issue with a statement 
by Ambassador Joseph Ullrich of 
Czechoslovakia, that anti-Negro 
and anti-Jewish excesses were a 
rule in the United States, and 
that the. Atlantic’ pact nations 
cared nothing about human rights. 

Mrs. Roosevelt said it was “ex- 
tremely difficult” for her to take 
anything like that “from a gen- 
tleman who lives in a_ police 
state.”

McKinney, who became party 
chairman six weeks ago, said he 
believed vigorous action by the 
President to clean up abuses with- 
in his own Administration could 
nullify the current investigations 
as Requblican political ammuni- 
tion in the 1952 presidential cam- 
paign. 

“I'm inclined to think there 
will be action very soon,” Mc- 
Kinney said. 
Republicans disputed McKin- 
i'ney’s assertion that corruption 
/ would not be a 1952 issue. 
“It’s just wishful thinking on 
‘his part,” said Senator Ferguson 
'(Rep.), Michigan. “It’s an issue 
‘and it’s going to stay «n issue.” 
Senator Nixon (Rep.), Cali- 
'fornia, commented: “So McKin- 
‘ney thinks the graft and political 
influenze oozing from under so 
many doorways won't be an is- 
sue—I guess I've heard every- 
thing now. It’s going to take a 
lot of Demccratie ingenuity to 
convince the American ‘people of 
that.” 

Leaves Timing to Truman. 

McKinney left to the President 
both the form and the timing of 
the “drastic action” which he said 
he had urgently recommended to 
Truman. 

“T said I could not over-em- 
phasize the importance of drastic 
action without delay,” McKinney 
told reporters.

We 
also were able to prove that 
Brewster paid the expenses of 
Grunewald’s wire-tapping friend, 
Lt. Joe Shimon of the Washing- 
ton police force, while he was 
listening in on Howard Hughes’s 


private telephone conversations. 


Meanwhile, Senator Neely ap- 
pointed Senator Claude Pepper 
(Dem.) Florida, as chairman of a 
subcommittee to probe the Grune- 
wald-Shimon - Brewster wire-tap- 
ping. But when this column 
placed the evidence before Pep- 
per, including Grunewald’s activi- 
ties, Pepper remarked: “Is Henry 
mixed up in this?”

Taylor, a native of Utah, is 
here on leave from one of the 
strangest—and on his word, mest 
effective—operations in the cold 
war. 

With a staff of five Americans 
and 700 Germans, RIAS has made 
the Russians regret their refusal 
to allow radio Berlin to be 
operated by the four occupying 
powers back in 1945. 

Run on $3,000,000 a Year. 

That decision led to the estab- 
lishment of RIAS, which today is 
operated on about $3,000,000 a 
year, mainly on counterpart funds 
from Marshall Plan aid. 

It is an arm of the office of 
the United States high commis- 
sioner in Germany. 

The aim of RIAS, Taylor says, 
is to bolster the German will to 
resist the Communists and to give 
the Germans news and informa- 
tion they couldn’t otherwise get. 

Taylor says opinion surveys, 
plus the Communist attacks up- 
on RIAS as a “stinking new 
ulcer” and other nice things, 
provide proof of the station's 
effectiveness. 

The .polls indicate that some 
90 per cent ‘of the people listen 
to RIAS’s daily 21-hour schedule 
of straight news, political and 
economic. forums, political satires, 
entertainment and other features, 
he says. 
The station is visited by 5000 
Germans from the eastern zone 
each month, who come at grave 
risk to report reactions to its 
programs. About 10,000 to 13,000 
letters are received a month, 
many smuggled out of the Rus- 
sian zone, Taylor relates.

Prisoners in Korea 


The longer the Korean. truce negotiations drag 
on, the greater becomes the regret that some 
measure for the relief of prisoners of war was 
not adopted in the very earliest phase of the 


. Communist-United Nations talks. 


The issue has now been raised at Panmunjom 
in connection with the exchange of prisoners. 
The Communist demand that all men held by 
‘the two sides be simultaneously released threat- 
ens to become a major stumbling block. 

Against this, the UN negotiators are suggest- 
ting what amounts to a man-for-man exchange. 
They know that the UN forces are holding 
roughly 120,000 Chinese and North Korean sol- 
diers. They also know that less than 100,000 
UN and South Korean troops are missing, but 
they do not know just how many of these are 
alive in the hands of the Communists. 

Surely, the UN negotiators are entitled to re- 
liable and specific information before agreeing 
to anything as sweeping as the Red proposal. In 
the abstnce of such information and prior to 
agreement on all the other outstanding issues, 
a man-for-man exchange may seem to the U.N. 


Command the only means of assuring that all — 


prisoners will be returned from the Red zone. 

Terribly important, however, is the care of 
prisoners before a truce is signed. Properly, 
the UN negotiators are insisting on “suitable 
supervision to assure human treatment of and 
comfort for the sick and wounded before and 
during the exchange.” 

The UN commanders and negotiators may 
have made their mistakes, but where enemy 
prisoners are concerned the record is clear. As 
Rear Admiral Libby of the UN negotiating team 
explained, proper information about prisoners 
held by UN forces has been turned over to the 
International Red Cross. 


The function of this agency is recognized 
throughout the world. And so long as neutral 
Red Cross representatives are not also granted 
access to Communist prison camps, there must 
be doubts about the Communists’ attitude to- 
ward fundamental humanitarian principles. 

Prisoners of war may well be pawns in that 
extension of dipi:omacy which is called war. But 
once they have been removed from the battle- 
field as effective fighting men, they are entitled 
to personal care and consideration. The Inter- 
national Red Cross exists to see that this is pro- 
vided. The attitude of the Communists toward 
this organization will call for judgment by 
every truly human being in the whole world. 

Such questions as how post-truce inspections 
are to be conducted, how a freeze on military 
replacements shall be enforced, and whether 
UN forces may be “rotated” may continue as 
subjects of debate even beyond the Dec. 27 
deadline. We hope not. But there can be only 
one view regarding the welfare of prisoners.

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Gag Rule on the Way Out 

Ohio State University announces a further 
relaxation of the gag rule so widely and vigor- 
ously resented. 

Originally, all speakers were forbidden to ap- 
pear on the campus unless screened and ap- 
proved by the aniversity president. Henceforth, 
it will be up to every faculty member to decide 
whether a speaker he has invited shall be 
checked for loyalty. So thought control from on 
high is rapidly going by the boards at Ohio 
State. The protests from town and gown were 
more than academic politicians could take. 

It just goes to show that there is little need 
to worry about basic freedoms so long as people 
—many people and all kinds of people as in 
Columbus—speak up for them. 
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Reasonable” Transit Profits 

John C. Baine, executive vice president of the 
Public Service Co., says a bus and streetcar fare 
increase allowing a profit of $1,475,000 a year 
would be “reasonable by any standards.” The 
degree of reasonableness, however, does seem 
to vary according to the standard by which it is 
measured. 

Obviously the return would seem reasonable 
to National City Lines of Chicago, which con- 
trols the transit company. The return would 
amount to 42 per cent or more on the Chicago 
holding company’s investment in Public Service. 

National City Lines got Public Service stock 
years ago at’ a bargain rate of $2.17 a share. 
(The stock sells for about $8 today.) A profit of 
$1,475,000 would mean about 91 cents a share. 

Even other Public Service stockholders would 
be likely to consider this profit reasonable by 
their standards. For a 9l-cent return on a $8 
share would amount to 11 per cent or more, and 
that is a nice figure to any investor. 


‘But by standards of public service, these prof- 
its seem a good deal less reasonable. What 
about the transit riders who have to put the 
money in the fare box to support such profits? 

The riding public knows that Public Service 
has protected the investment of National City 
Lines and others largely by constant reductions 
in service and increases in fares. The riders have 
been asked to pay higher fares even while they 
got less for the money. 


What seems reasonable by the Public Service 
Co. standards may, in short, seem otherwise to 
the metropolitan public. And it is the public in- 
terest which the State Public Service Commis- 
sion is expected to guard as it considers any 
further fare increase. ‘a

Mr. Keyserling’s New Note 

Is inflation an evil to be avoided, or isn’t it? 
Leon Keyserling, chairman of the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers, cannot seem to 
make up his mind. In his public speeches lately 
he has taken a markedly different line on the 
subject from that taken by last summer’s Eco- 
nomic Report. 


As chairman of the economic advisers, Mr. 
Keyserling presumably had a leading hand in 
prepafing that report. Then he was good and 
‘bothered about inflation. “Winning the battle 
against inflation,” said the Report, “is an essen- 
tial element in our struggle for peace.” The 
Report laid out a broad program to check any 
new wage-price spiral, and said: 

Inflation stimulates the production of many 
nonessential goods, thus pulling resources 
away from essential production. It favors 
some groups at the expense of others. It 
lifts the cost of national defense, and shifts 
the burden toward those least able to ‘bear it. 
Inflation impairs the value of people’s sav- 
ings, and undermines their willingness to 
save, 


That was last July.. Today Mr. Keyserling 
seems to have changed his tune. In a radio 
address he declared that “inflation is not our 
greatest danger, but failing to build up our na- 
tional defense for the preservation of peace and 
security is.” If prices go up, he said, consumers 
should merely buy fewer goods, regarding this, 
together with higher taxes, as their “share” of 
the defense burden.

Mr. McGrath never heard of the gamblers, 
speculators and men under tax investigation with 
whom Caudle associated. A notorious Alabama 
tax evasion case, in which Congressman Frank 
Boykin tried to stop prosecution, was never 
brought to McGrath’s attention. He did know 
that Caudle displayed’ “bad judgment” in tell- 
ing Boykin too much about the case but he did 
not know that Caudle’s bad judgment was a 
reason to be on his guard. 


In fact, he admits, President Truman. has not 
told him why Caudle had to be fired. The At- 
torney General does not know why the Assistant 
Attorney General was ousted? Everybody who 
reads a newspaper knows that by now. 


Mr. McGrath noted that he inherited Caudle 
from former Attorney General Tom Clark, now 
Justice of the Supreme Court. This is not even 
an apology for inadequate supervision of Cau- 
dle’s work. It is only a reflection on the previous 
Attorney General who put Caudle in charge of 
tax cases. 


No business executive could hope for much 
success if he knew as little of his aides as Mc- 
Grath knew of Caudle. By the same token, no 
Attorney General can expect the public to think 
he has done his duty when scandals break out 
under him. A plea of ignorance, af the nation’s 
chief prosecutor should know, is no excuse. 

Now Washington is full of speculation that 
Attorney General McGrath will resign or be 
fired. His testimony will only increase the lack 
of confidence in him. 
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Satire Was Never Like That 


When the next history of: satire is written, 
there should be a small but well-lighted corner 
in it for the Junior Chamber of Commerce of 
Temple City, Calif. That organization has just 
asked the White House whether President Tru- 
man would have any objection to being satirized 
at the Pasadena Tournament of Roses. 

We have tried, without success, to imagine, 
Swift seeking the permission of the almanac 
maker John Partridge before writing his cruelly 
side-splitting—or is it side-splittingly cruel?— 
“Vindication of Isaac Bickerstaff, Esq.” The 
wildest dreams do not conjure up a picture of 
Alexander Pope soliciting Colley Cibber, or 
Byron sounding out Lord Castlereagh, on. wheth- 
er sOme savage lampooning of him would be to 
his liking. Wagner did not ask the critic Edou- 
ard Hanslick for permission to parody him in 
the character of Beckmesser in “Die Meister- 
singer”’—instead, he asked him to dress re- 
hearsal. 

Indeed, it may be said—truthfully, we think— 
that when by-your-leave comes in at the door, 
satire flies out the window. We take as our text 
(and the Junior Chamber of Commerce of Tem- 
ple City is welcome to it too) a statement by 
Thomas Shadwell, which has surely gathered 
new proof every year of the 272 since he wrote 
it: 

“Satire will be always unpleasant to those that 
deserve it.” 
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Spaak Walks Out 


There was wonderful courage in Pau)l-Henri 
Spaak’s resignation as président of the European 
Consultative Assembly, and also deep frustration. 

He told the representatives of the European 
nations, assembled in Strasbourg, that they did 
not really believe in the unification, and that 
this was proved by their timid decision to ap- 
point a committee to run the European army 
now a-building. With such an unwillingness to 
rise to the grand design of European unity or 
even to act vigorously in Europe’s defense, 
Spaak wanted no part. So he quit, 

This was characteristic of the chubby, angry 
little Belgian. The U.N: has had demonstrations 
of his spirit ever since the days of San Francisco, 
‘and the parliament of his own country has seen 
many an exhibition of his vigor. Spaak wants 
action, courageous action, But he so rarely gets 
it. Instead, he must vent his anger on the old, 
conservative, play-it-safe, let’s-not-go-too-far-or- 
too-fast crowd. 

Each European nation had its own reason for 
dodging the sacrifice of enough sovereignty to 
provide the maximum of effectiveness for the 
European army command. These were good 
enough reasons—from a strictly nationalist point 
of view. As Spaak said: “The interest of Europe 
is no longer with this assembly.” 


Paradoxically, the twentleth century Euro- 
peans, so closely tied together by communica- 
tion and transportation, are finding it terribly 
difficult to recapture the feeling of community 
which came so naturally to the medieval Euro- 
peans, separated and isolated as they were by 
unbridged streams and’ unfelled forests. 


The spirit then rose out of a sense of common 
‘purpose. Maybe Paul-Henri Spaak, even though 
he has walked out of Strasbourg, may find a 
way of reviving the sense of a common purpose.

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The War We Do Not Want 


Europeans can only be alarmed and depressed by issue of Collier's 
devoted to imaginary war with Communism, Briton says; magazine 
ignored possibility that such war would end in chaos; “effect of 
fairy story in Russia must confirm view that America intends war.“ 


Kingsley Martin, Editor, in The New Statesman and Nation, London 


Collier’s, one of America’s famous “gloss- 
ies,” pecently devoted itself to a “Preview 
of the War We Do Not Want.” It con- 
tained 132 pages, many star writers and 
colored pictures; its cover showed an 
American M.P. of the Occupation Forces 
against a map of conquered Russia. 

According to Time, this was a “journal- 
istic stunt” which increased Collier’s print- 
ing order from 3,400,000 to 3,900,000 and 
“almost doubled its usual sale of advertis- 
ing.” If journalism is a business like any 
other to be judged purely by its dollar 
results, this latest publicity stunt may pre- 
sumably be regarded as a success. 

Those of us who live in Europe, and 
who are therefore likely to die a violent 
death in the course of this anticipated war, 
cannot be expected 
to consider only the 
dollar aspect of such 
a publication. Time 
comments that it is 
“as a pious atfter- 
thought,” that Col- 
lier’s adds that it 
does not think the 
war it glamourizes 
is “inevitable.” 

No i psychological 
expert is needed to 
deduce fromthe title 
or from the other 
2 ye ypoetacr  wm

that one of the main ia 
functions of this issue of Collier’s is to re- 
move from the minds of Americans the 
guilt feeling that has haunted them ever 
since the unannounced use of the atomic 
bomb over Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 


Readers who might otherwise, be horri- 
fied by these lurid pictures of Washington 
on fire and of the vast mushroom arising 
from an atomized Kremlin are assured that 
Russia “began it” by dropping atomic 
bombs indiscriminately on Western cities 
(just as the Americans did in 1945 on Ja- 
pan) and that in retaliation the Americans 
were careful only to bomb strategic cen- 
ters and .military targets! 

Lest any conscience should still be trou- 
bled, Collier’s urges that the war will 
not be fought against the Russian people 
but against the,tyrants who control the 
U.S.S.R. The outcome of the war is an 
American victory which liberates tens of 
millions of Communist slaves, thus enabling 
the Russian people and the people of the 
Western world to join together and set up, 
in the words of Walter Winchell’s article, 
“a lasting peace—a great golden age.” 

It is the assumption that this time a 
World War really will end war, coupled 
with the soothing evasion of all reality 
about the war itself. that makes this type 
of commercial propaganda so nauseating. 

It is because no man of intelligence and 
experience belisves that the war or the 
peace would be or could be in the least 


like this that we so much regret that peo- 
ple of the distinction of Edward R. Mur- 
row, J. B. Priestley, Stuart Chase and 
Walter Reuther should allow themselves 
to be associated with it. 

None of these men can really approve 
of propaganda which tells the American 
people that, apart from the unfortunate 


bombing of a few big towns by the Rus- 


sians, nothing much will happen in the 
war except the destruction of the Kremlin 
by America, the miraculous wiping out of 
Conmtmunism and the speedy creation of a 
Brave New World in Russia where the 

millions from Russian camps quick- 
ly form themselves into political parties, 
turn the Soviet Union into a modern polit- 
ical democracy and at once begin to form 
themselves into dramatic societies where 
oa new plays are written and pro- 

u 


The possibility that the result of the 
world war will be universal chaos or, 
equally likely, universal Communism, is 
not even. considered. 

It seems that the world has stood still 
during this marvelous war. As soon as it 
is over, America will turn its attention to 
rebuilding Russia. Nothing is said of the 
reconstruction of other towns like London 
and Paris, which, some of the writers sug- 
gest, may also be destroyed. We are not 
told what has happened to the 500,000,000 
people of China, who have also presumably 
been liberated from Communism. Nothing 
is said about the racial upheaval of Africa 
or- the revolutions that would be touched 
off by war in all the six Continents. 


The effect of this fairy story in Russia 
must be to confirm the view that America 
intends to make war. On the minds of its 
Western readers, the effect is to suggest 
that war is almost certain; that it may 
involve America in some unfortunate loss 
of life, but no national disaster; that it will 
miraculously end the menace of Commu- 
nism and result in a new world democracy. 

In short, it suggests that war will be 
willfilly made by a few wicked Commu- 
nists and that their destruction will be the 
prelude to the Millennium. 


Can it really be that the illusion, so 
naive and natural in 1914, that this one 
more war will end war, and that peace and 
good will can be obtained by military vic- 
tory, is being deliberately fostered today 
in the United States? Are there still peo- 
ple who believe that Communism would be 
defeated if the Kremlin were blown up? 
Have they still not learned the lesson that 
war, capitalism and Communism have their 
roots deep in society and human nature? 

The answer is that we all know these 
things, and that in our more thoughtful 
moments we do not need to be told, as 
H. G. Wells once put it, that “you cannot 
shoot the square root of minus one.” But 
this issue Collier’s is not devised to be 
soberly considered by people in a thought- 
ful mood.

Eisenhower sug- 
gested that Britain postpone its 
decision on the army until a satis- 
factory compromise could be 
évolved. Such a compromise 
would presumably give the army 
a status somewhere between an 
all-out federation and the Church- 
ill coalition concept. 


Washington Topic. 


This undoubtedly will be one of 
the major subjects before the con- 
ferences between State and De- 
fense officials in Washington. In 
the meantime, Britain is put in 
the position of seeming to delay 
the resolution issue that has 
stirred wide feeling. 

Eden personally is determined 
to arrive at a solution that will 
bring in the Germans and thereby 
preclude a German national army. 
He is said to be convinced that 
the rearming of a separate Ger- 
man force and its inclusion in 


the pattern. 

However, Eden has ‘stressed to 
Churchill that nothing like that 
kind of personal government be- 
tween two heads of state can be 
expected, since President Truman 
makes decisions only on the ad- 
vice and co-operation of his cab- 
inet members.

Many who heard Churchill de- 
tected signs of aging that were 
not previously evident. Yet, it is 
true that his twilight is equivalent 
to most men’s noonday glare. The 
old lion that he is, he is muster- 
ing all his reserve strength to 
carry Britain through this crisis 
and to reconstruct its alliance 
with America. 


YALE TO HIKE COST 
TO STUDENTS, BOOST 
FACULTY SALARIES

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 12— 
Yale University will charge an in- 
clusive rate of $1600 a year to un- 
dergraduate students beginning 
next fall because of mounting 
costs and the need to reduce en- 
roliment, President A. Whitney 
Griswold of the university an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The present Yale charges are 

$600 a year for tuition, $325 for 
room rent, $440 for board and 
fees of $50—or a total of $1415. 
The inclusive charge will cover 
room, board, tuition, gymnasium, 
health, accident insurance, labora- 
tory and graduation fees. 
- Yale also proposes to increase 
the faculty salary scale, Dr. Gris- 
wold said. Besides providing more 
income, the higher fee is expect- 
ed to have some effect on re- 
ducing enrollment, now 4200 in 
the undergraduate schools. 

Yale students have been caring 
for their own rooms since the 
term opened this fall. The uni- 
versity, in an economy move, 
eliminated dormitory maid serv- 
ice.

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such countries as this, where the 
British are hated, the British 
would certainly retaliate else- 
where, as in the Arab states, 
where the United States is not- 
ably unloved. 

In short, all hope of an agreed, 
joint Anglo-American policy, 
which alone can save the Middle 
East, would automatically go 
down the drain. 

Mossadegh’s position is not 
really so strong as it seems at 
first glance. Mossadegh himself 
no doubt is ‘willing to pull the 
trigger of the pistol which is 
aimed at his own head. It is this 
willingness which lends force to 
his technique of blackmail by 
threatened suicide. 

But the pistol is not pointed at 
his head alone. The rich men of 
Iran’s small, powerful ruling class 
are by no means eager to 
strung up on lampposts by the 
Tudeh. The sudden growth of open 
opposition to Mossadegh here de- 
rives largely from the growing 
suspicion that Mossadegh’s tech- 
nique may not pay off, that there 
may be no American rescue party 
after all.

Full Ruling on King- Thompson Act 
Sought From State Supreme Court 


Attorney General Taylor Asks Tribunal for 


Opinion on Legality of ‘Each Provision’ 
’ of Anti-Strike Law.

strike law. The request was made 
yesterday by Attorney General J. 


_E. Taylor, who filed a motion for 


rehearing of a test case ruled 


- upon two weeks ago by the court. 


“It is of the utmost importance 
to all concerned that this court 


should give its opinion in regard 


thereto at the earliest possible 
time and before there is an actual 
strike, which labor honestly be- 
lieves it has the right to engage 
in, or before there is a state 
seizure that may or may not be 
legal,” Taylor set out in his plead- 
ings. 

The Supreme Court two weeks 
ago upheld that part of the law 
creating the State Board of Medi- 
ation and defining duties of the 
board, including voluntary medi- 
ation of labor disputes. 

It did not, however, pass on the 
controversial issue of validity of 
provisions prohibiting strikes in 
essential public utilities, au- 
thorizing seizure and operation by 
the Governor of strike-bound 
utilities, or those threatened with 
work stoppages, nor did it pass 
on provisions covering terms of 
labor contracts and penalties for 
employes and employers violating 
the law. | 

The court held it was not 
necessary to pass upon these sec- 
tions of the law because they 
were not at issue in the case be- 
fore it, a mandamus suit filed by 
the State Board of Mediation to 
force State Comptroller Elmer 
Pigg to pay expenses of the board. 
Pigg had refused to pay the ex- 
penses after Taylor held the 
King-Thompson law unconstitu- 
tional in an opinion handed down 
last March. 

Taylor pointed out to the Su- 
preme Court that the “serious 
question of the unconstitution- 
ality of the King-Thompson Act” 
arose in the minds of all inter- 
ested parties following decision of 
the United States Supreme Court 
last February that the Wisconsin 


public utility anti-strike law was 


unconstitutional. 


He added that his opinion on | 
the validity of the King-Thomp- | 


son law ‘“‘was based largely upon 
the unconstitutionality of the an- 
tistrike, seizure and penalty pro- 
visions” of it. 

“Nothing was said by ‘ this 
court in its recent opinion to 
the Attorney General’s 
opinion as to the unconstitution- 
ality and invalidity of these sec- 
tions,” Taylor stated in support 
of the motion for re-hearing. 

“Unless and until this, or some 
other court, rules to the con- 
trary, it will be his duty when 


sproperly requested to reaffirm 


is honest opinion that the pro- 
visions of the King-Thompson 
Act concerning contractural obli- 
gations, seizure, and the prohibi- 
tion of strikes and lockouts are 


~ unconstitutional and invalid.” 


Complications Cited. 

Pointing out that the Attorney 
General is the legal adviser of all 
state officials, including the Gov- 
ernor, who is charged with the 
duty of enforcing provisions of 
the law, Taylor stated: 

“If the Attorney General is 
wrong in his opinion, certainly 
the Governor aiid other interested 
officials are entitled to the guid- 
ance of a decision by this court.”

The opening 
day of the season in both Mis- 
souri and Illinois found mallards 
flying overhead jin abundance. 
All through the 45-day season, 
Gucks were to be found on the 
hae ab watercourses, lakes, 

oughs, and potholes and, as a 
result, few hunters returned 
empty-handed. — 

Goose hunters had little suc- 
cess until the last 10 days of the 
season. At Horseshoe lake, the 
Canada geese fed on corn, flying 
only a few hundred yards in the 
early mornings and late after- 
noons to feed, and then returned 
to their resting grounds in their 
protected sanctuary. In the lat- 
ter part of the season, due to the 
lack of feed or to some migratory 
urge, they became restless and 
huge V-shaped flights visited the 
green wheat and soy bean fields 
and nimrods who had shivered in 
the goose pits faithfully for most 
of the season were finally re- 
warded for their efforts. Snow 
geese and white-fronted geese 
had, earlier in the season, high- 
tailed it for sunnier climes and 
few of these smaller species were 
brought to bag in either Illinois 
or Missouri this year. 


Goose Pits Vary. 


The large flight of Canadas in 
Mississippi county during the last 
10 days of the season was spec- 
tacular. Previous hunting trips 
were unproductive. Wild-fowlers 
had waited in vain for the queru- 
lous ‘“Aaahnk-haronk” of the 
geese. Daylight would find these 
“indestructible men” of the hunt- 
ing fraternity in their pits and 
the extremities of the weather 
were taken in stride. Thirty-five 
days of disappointment would 
prove discouraging to many of a 
less hardy breed; someone has 
described the man who shoots 
wild fowl as being. no different 
from any other sportsman—ex- 
cept that he’s nuts. Cold rains 
and miles of muddy roads proved 

no deterrent and the pits were 
occupied in the cold gray dawn 
so that the shooters would be 
ready one-half hour before sun- 
rise for any early riser that might 
come their way. 

Goose pits vary from a sunken 
barrel covered with cornstalks 
and hay, to an elaborate, roomy, 
sunken concrete structure with a 
heating unit. Some are of board 
construction and on the sandbars 
of the Mississippi the hunters are 
given a sudden sand bath every 
time the lid of the pit is flared. 
Im these types of pits, guns must 
be covered or else the mechan- 
ism would soon be filled with 
sand, causing the firearm to func- 
tion improperly. Some of the 
more elaborate pifs of concrete 
construction have sliding glass 
tops that are lightly covered with 
debris which afford partial vision 
of the flight and can be instantly 
rolled back for shooting when 
the geese come in to. the 
“shadows.” 

Depend on ‘Shadows.’ 


' Few goose hunters use many 
“full-blown” decoys but depend 
tead on “shadows.” “Shadows,” 
ps the name implies, are cut from 

piece of heavy tin or sheet 
el. A sharpened steel stake is 
affixed so that they may be easily 
set up or,.taken down and the 
steel cut-out is painted to simu- 
late a Canadian honker. Often 
a hundred of these shadows will 
be put out in close proximity to 
the shooting pit. Some _ wild- 
fowlers mix up a few papier- 
mache decoys with the shadows 
and often a few mallard decoys 
are also added for realistic effect. 
Goose calling is almost as ef- 
fective as duck calling. There is 
possibly not as much finesse to 
the art of goose calling—but, 
when the long wedges of honkers 
string out across the early morn- 
ing sky in search of their break- 
fast and the proficient caller 
Bears down with his “Aaahnk- 
aaahnk-haronk - haronk - haronk,” 
he usually gets results. A big, 
fat Canadian honker is a troph~ 
worthy of anyone’s roasting pan 
and definitely proves that wild- 
fowlers are the same as any other 
sportsmen, as well as positively 
refuting the argument that “he’s

Under a railroad union shop, 
the employer is free to select his 
workers but they must join the 


union within a specified time— 


60 days in the case of railroads. 

Labor’s case ts expected to take 
until Dec. 18. The ‘board will 
return from a recess Jan. 7 to 
hear the carriers. 


CHAIN GANG FUGITIVE LOSES 
FIRST ROUND IN COURT FIGHT 


Earl Williams, Negro, failed 
yesterday in one phase of his 
court fight to prevent his return 
to Georgia to serve out the re- 
mainder of a 20-year chain gang 
term imposed in 1943 for. at- 
tempted criminal assault. 

United States District Judge 
Fred L. Wham, at East St. Louis, 
rejected Williams’s plea for a 
writ of habeas corpus. He ruled 
that Williams failed to show that 
the federal court had jurisdiction 
_and that Williams had failed to 
seek all possible remedies in state 
courts of Illinois and Georgia. 
His attorney said he would seek 
the writ in circuit court at Belle- 
ville. ’ 

Williams has been in jail at 
East St. Louis since April 1950, 
. when. he was captured by FBI 
agents. He escaped from the 
chain gang in August 1949.

Grown to Dangerous 
* Corruption — Assails 
- ‘Concealment Policy.’

BROOKLINE, Mass., Dec, 12 
(AP) — Senator Robert A. Taft 
(Rep.), O., said last night that 
“the moral -character of the na- 
tional Administration has. grown 
from petty graft to dangerous cor- 
ruption, and to a policy of misrep- 
resentation and concealment on 
the. most important issues of the 
day.” 

“The whole tone of the Admin- 
istration in its desire to suppress 
or misrepresent th efacts is shown 
by the President’s recent order 
on. the suppression of informa- 
tion having relation to security,” 
Taft said in a broadcast speech. 


“The departments of -the Gov- 
ernment have naturally taken that 
order as an excuse for further 
concealing from the public all 
action of which they may be 
ashamed or which might produce 
‘political criticism.” 


He said that “the American 
people want to know the facts— 
they are entitled to know the real 
nature of the policies which are 
proposed.” 

- ‘People Yearn for Integrity.’ 

“They are perfectly able to 
think for themselves if the facts 
are made available to them,” he 
added. “They earnestly yearn for 
honesty and integrity in Govern- 
ment. That doesn’t mean merely 
honesty in financial affairs, It 
means honesty in telling the 
people the nature of the policies 
proposed and giving them a 
chance to express their own opin- 
jon before we are committed to 
error and disaster.” 

In his first Massachusetts ap- 
pearance since he announced his 
candidacy for the Republican nom- 
ination for President, Taft as- 
serted that “it was a fraud to 
present the Korean war as a 
police action.” 

“The Korean war,” he added, 
“always has been a war, begun 
by President Truman, usurping 
the power of Congress under the 
Constitution. One hundred thou- 
sand American boys have been 
killed and wounded, more cas- 
ualties than have occurred in any 
except the major wars in which 
we have been engaged. 

Condemns Korean War.

Russell Says NATO’s De-| 
mands May Make It! 
Difficult for General to| 
Enter Race. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
Senator _Ferguson (Rep.), ~Michi- | 


gan, said today he does not think| 


| Gen, Dwight D. Eisenhower can | 
‘get the 1952 Republican presi-| 
dential nomination unless he} 
seeks it openly. 


Ferguson, who has not taken | 
sides in the presidential contest, | 
told reporters he has the ‘impres- | 
sion that Eisenhower would be 
“available” but he does not cd 
lieve that is enough. 

“I think Eisenhower would 
cept the nomination but I. dont | 
believe he can get it without run- 
ning for it,” Ferguson commented. | 
Asked who the nominee would be 
in that case, he replied: “Senator 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio.” 

Russell’s Observations. 

Ferguson's comments came | 
after Senator Russell (Dem), 
Georgia, told reporters yesterday 
it will be a “major miracle” if 
all the difficulties confronting the 
North Altantic Treaty -Organiza- 


tion now commanded by Eisen- | 


hower can be ironed out in the | 
next 10 or 12 months. 

Remarking that Eisenhower is | 
“doing a great job” as the NATO 
chief, Russell said he did not 
know “any other man in the free 
world who could hold the thing 
together as he is doing.” Russell 
just returned from Europe. 

This was interpreted by some 
as indicating Russell believes it 
may be dificult for Eisenhower to- 
become a candidate for a presi- 
dential nomination. ‘However, 
Russell said the General con-/} 
ceivably could decide that he 
could serve NATO better by seek- 
ing the presidency than be re- 
maining as military commander. 

Awaiting Developments. 

Russell is known to have held | 
aloof from urging by other South-. 
erners to become an anti-Truman 
candidate in next July’s conven- 
tion while he decides (1) whether 
Eisenhower is going to run and 
(2) whether Truman will be a 
candidate again. 

His doubts about both Eisen- 
hower’s availability and Truman’s 
plans apparently caused Russell 
to leave the door open to the 
possibility that he might become 
the candidate of the southern fac- 


tion at next July’s convention, as 
he was in 1948. 

He said merely that “I am not a 
candidate” and would not go be- 
yond that. 

Doubt Truman Will Run. 

The probability that Truman 
will not run again was voiced at 
Little Rock, Ark., yesterday by 
Democratic Govs. Johnston Mur- 
ray of Oklahoma and Allan Shiv- 
ers of Texas. 

Murray said he thinks Okla- 
homa will remain Democratic in 
next year’s election, in any event. 
Asked whether Eisenhower might 
carry the state on the Republican 
ticket he replied that “the major- 
ity of our people like administra- 
tors,-not generals.”

BEWARE OF THAT false idea about a “one and only” 
job! Most people are adapted for a dozen jobs in life, or can 
be so qualified with the proper technical training. 

Here’s the general routine in vocational guidance testing. 
We take a person and give him a battery of tests to determine 
his vocational fitness. 

First, we like to know how much intelligence or “mental 
horsepower” he has. A boy or girl must have a superior intel- 
ligence to compete successfully in the professional fields and 
obtain a law, dental, medical, engineering or accounting de- 


This rule doesn’t work both ways, however. By that, I 
mean a person with high intelligence will not necessarily 
graduate from college, but conversely, a person with limited 
mental horsepower positively cannot do so. 


* * * 
PLENTY OF PEOPLE who rate high on intelligence tests, 
therefore, don’t amount to much in life, but intelligence is still 
a vital point we must determine for vocational guidance. 


Other qualities consist of the person’s social development. 
Is he a shy, shrinking violet such as a typical introvert, or a 
well adjusted, hail-fellow-well-met of the bond salesman type? 


Are his work habits good? In short, does he persevere 
and finish the job he tackles, or does he give up easily? Has 
he a good moral background and a well developed set of eth- 
ical habits called “conscience”? 

And does he have any present vocational preferences or 

interests? Many college graduates still.don't know at com- 
mencement time what they Want to do in life. 
One of the very best formulae for vocational success is 
this: ‘ “5 ae 
Don’t remain idle, but take the best job available. Do 
that job better than others have performed it. But keep your 
eyes open meanwhile for any other job that will teach you 
new things or lead to higher salary. Get as great a variety of 
practical knowledge as possible so you can ultimately be a 
“versatile specialist.”

First: Note that your hand in¢ 
cludes three fours of spades. 


Samba is played with three decks, : 


so there are triplicates of every 
card—and six jokers. 

Second: Although this is only 
your first turn, after the draw 
your hand contains 17 cards. You 
start with 15. You draw two at 


i. 


each turn and discard only one. 
So your hand grows automatic- 
ally, even without your taking 
the pack. This factor greatly af- 
fects the strategy of the game, 
making it radically different from 
Canasta. 

Third: The minimum count you 
need for your initial meld can be 
as much as 150 points. (Game in 
Samba is 10,000 pcints. Require- 
ments of 50 and 90 are the same 
as in Canasta, but you need 120 
from 3000 to 6995; and from 
7000 up you need 150.) 

Fourth: Although it would 
seem that your meldable cards 
actually total. 155, you cannot 
make a 150 count on the hand 
shown, because you cannot meld 
all five of your wild cards. In 
Samba, no meld may contain 
more than two wild cards. (Se- 
quence melds may not contain 
any.) The bonus value of your 
canasta of fours doesn’t help to- 
ward making the minimum. 

Fifth: A canasta base must in- 
clude five natural cards in Sam- 
ba, as compared with only four 
in Canasta.

Sprin- 
kle with salt and pepper and 
lightly with brown sugar. Arrange 
in baking pan, cover and bake 
one-half hour in moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.). Remove cover 
and continue baking until tender 
when tried with a fork. 

Delicate Squash Pie. 

One and one-half cups cooked 
or frozen squash, one-half cup 
light brown sugar, one-fourth cup 
white sugar, one-half ‘easpoon 
nutmeg, one-half teaspoon cin- 
namon, one-half teaspoon ginger, 
one-half teaspoon salt, two eggs, 
slightly beaten, one-half cup hot 
milk, one-half cup cream, baked 
pie shell, maple syrup whipped 
cream. 

Mix cooked squash with sugar, 
spices and salt. Add slightly beat- 
en eggs, hot milk and cream. 
Cook in double boiler until mix- 
ture thickens, stirring occasional- 
ly. Remove from heat and keep 
covered until cool. Pour into 
baked 9-inch pie shell, drizzle 
maple or maple-flavored syrup 
over top and garnish with whipped 
cream, if desired.
